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FUTURE OF OLD 
DRAINAGE FIRM 
IN HANDS OF PUC 


The 
47-year-old 
New 
Oxford 
Drainage company, at present under 
orders to make extensive renovations 
to its equipment, today submitted 
the record of its testimony to the 
Pena^ylvania 
Utility 
Commission, 
following a hearing this morning 
with the hope that the PUC will 
permit the company to dissolve. 
PUC Trial Examiner George S. 
Stuart, of Harrisburg, presided at 
the hearing, the second held on the 
m atter in the court house. At the 
conclusion of testimony by Louis 
K 
SchefTer, sanitary engineer for 
the 
State 
Sanitary 
Commission. 
Stuart asked attorneys if the m atter 
was ready for submission to the 
PUC When they agreed he asked 
if any of the attorneys wished to 
submit briefs or whether it was sub­ 
mitted to the PUC "on the record ’’ 
Attorney Richard L Kohler, of York, 
attorney for the drainage company, 
Attorney Eugene V, Hulled, repre­ 
senting the New Oxford borough 
council, and Attorney fra n k lin R 
Biginm, representing the Western 
Maryland railway, all agreed to sub­ 
mit the m atter for study according 
to the record of testimony given up 
to that time 
Vo Renovation Plans 
SchefTer told the trial examiner 
that 
the drainage company had 
been ordered to subm it plans for 
extensive renovation of the sewer 
system on September 16. 1947. He 
Hdded that the company had granted 
extensions on the order at various 
times and then had been ordered 
last July to have construction of a 
new sewage system completed by 
June I, 1952. 
So far, he added, he had seen no 
plans of any contem plated changes 
in the sewage system At the present 
time the 
company owns several 
terra cotta sewers into which .sew­ 
age and storm water drain 
TTie 
ewer ends at three settling basins 
which drain into a small stream 
which flows into Little Conewago 
creek 
When asked lf the sanitary com­ 
mission has Inspected the plant at 
New Oxford. SchefT#r said, 'There 
is nothing there to inspect ” 
Wants To IMwolrf 
At a 
previous 
hearing 
Fidelis 
Lingg, president of the com pany,1 
told the PUC exam iner hi* company 
if the PUC will perm it It to dis­ 
solve. will shut off the mains en­ 
tering Its sewers and will sell Its 
25 acre plot of land where tile pres­ 
ent diana**) of the sewerage is made 
At that time Lings added th a t if 
the company i* perm itted to dis­ 
band the "users will either have to 
put in septic tanks or the borough 
will have to put in a sewer system." 
Lingg af that time also claimed the 
construction of a new system would 
cost between I60.000 and $70,000. 
What New Oxford borough will do 
about the m atter was not reg aled 
at the hearing, with no witnesses 
from the borough appearing 
An attorney for the New Oxford 
borough council said th at members 
of council were .studying the possi­ 
bility of the tov n laking over the 
private sv.vtem, He added that the 
price asked by the drainage com­ 
pany was too high and that "at the 
present time the borough cannot 
be forced by law to do anything 
about the sewer system However lf 
the borough assumes any responsi­ 
bility at all for the system it will 
have to assume full responsibility 
and construct an entirely new .sys­ 
tem which will meet the Sanitary 
commission's regulations ’

Harry Miller Fairfield high school 
agriculture teacher, this week plans 
to do something about the question 
of keeping young farm ers on the 
farm 
Worried over th* fzzi that many 
of the students who take agricul­ 
tural courses in the high schools 
have to go to the ctttec to obtain 
employment, Miller plans to begin 
a two-week survey, starting in a few 
days, to see about employment pos­ 
sibilities on farms for his students 
when they finish their vocational 
agricultural classes some four years 
hence 
To find out what the future may 
hold for the present Fairfield high 
ninth graders. Miller plans to visit 
every farm in the Fairfield Joint 
area to ask a number of questions 
about the farms and try to interest 
the farm ers in looking into the fu­ 
ture and making a place for the 
graduates. 
To Survey Opportunities 
On the farms from which his stu­ 
dents come he plans to ask the 
fathers whether there will be an op­ 
portunity for the students to con­ 
tinue in partnership with the father 
after graduation—specifically he in­ 
tends to ask whether the tarm would 
be large enough to support 
two 
families, if need be, or whether ad­ 
ditional land could be bought or 
rented to make it large enough 
O ther farm ers will be asked about 
the size of their farms, and their 
labor problems and what opportu­ 
nities there would be for students of 
agriculture after graduation. 
Miller hopes his survey will do 
several things—locate places where 
agriculture education students can 
get employment in their own local­ 
ity; interest fathers and sons in 
looking forward to increasing Ute 
home farm in partnership, interest 
farm ers in the younsters and also 
provide farmers with the worker** 
they need

Programs Are 
For Sale Here 
Tile Adams county commissioners 
today were in the souvenir business 
with their sole stock being Sesqui­ 
centennial programs. 
The commissioners became cus­ 
todians of the programs with the 
dissolution of the county’s Sesqui­ 
centennial committee, and Saturday, 
when a "custom er'’ appeared at the 
commissioners' office, to buy a pro­ 
gram at 50 cents the commissioners 
began to hope there might be a 
possibility th at the county will suf­ 
fer no loss on the 150th anniversary 
programs. 
U. S taxes exacted a heavy drain 
and in final settlem ent the county 
received $183.50 of the $500 it had 
originally given to underwrite the 
program.

Bitter Story Of "Massacre 
Valley Disclosed In Korea 


Two Littlestow n 
Youths Enlist 


Richard S. Wolfe, 19, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles C. Wolfe, Littles­ 
town R. 2, has enlisted in the army 
for technical training in mechanics. 
Before enlistm ent he was employed 
at the Keystone Cabinet company,

Hoengsong, Korea. March 5 1/7’*— 
Time and the retreating Reds have 
fully disclosed one of the bitterest 
stories of the Korean 
war — the 
battling march of half an American 
regim ent through “Massacre Valley.” 
Of 2.400 men at Changbong and 
Saemal, scarcely half got back to 
Wonju as unwounded survivors. Tile 
exact number of killed still is not 
known but is estim ated at about 
300 Many more are missing. 
Back at the grisly scene, which 
they recaptured, shocked and sym­ 
pathetic m arines put up a crudely- 
painted sign “Massacre Valley." 
The bodies have been removed, but 
all along tile road on both sides are 
the helmets of the dead American 
soldiers and the furlined caps of 
South Koreans and Chinese 
It is astonishing how many there 
are. A French war correspondent 
looked and shook his head. “In 
France," he said, "where we have 
had many battles we have an ex­ 
pression for this. It is ‘trop de 
chapeaux—too m any h ats’.” 
The full scope of the defeat north­ 
west of this ruined central Korean 
town was clouded a t the time by 
the dram atic siege of Chipyong and 
the great artillery battle th a t finally 
broke the Chinese offensive west 
of W onju. 


It was obscured also by the same 
bleeding U. S. Second Division Regi­ 
m ent's fight after the retreat from 
Hoeng,song to save Wonju itself - 
when the survivors of the massacre 
set up a new line and beat the 
Chinese 
back 
in 
hand-to-hand 
fighting. 
But when the U, S. First Marine 
Division recaptured the valley S at­ 
urday the slaughter w*as evident— 
a mile of burned and bullet-torn 
trucks, blasted field guns, piles of 
brass cartridges where guns were 
fired to the death. Hundreds of 
frozen bodies of Chinese, Koreans 
and Americans carpeted the roads 
and valleys. 
Today, after an army investiga­ 
tion, a staff officer told the first 
full story of the terrible retreat. 
It is the account of an almost 
hopeless but fighting retreat of a 
small American force of about 2,400 
cut off miles behind enemy lines 
and outnumbered at least 12 to one. 
“It all started,” the staff officer 
said, “with the plan to let South 
Korean divisions lead the advance 
against the Reds on the central 
front supported by special American 
task forces of artillery with an in­ 
fantry guard and with the main line 
i several miles behind,"

NAB FUGITIVE 
13 DAYS AFTER 
ESCAPING PEN 


Baltimore, March 5 (AV-A radio 
Jazz band blared out over the prison 
broadcast system. The brassy music 
disguised the steady chink, chink, 
chink, of a chisel against concrete. 
T hat wras 20 m onths ago. 
Joseph Holmes, 39-year-old Mary­ 
land Negro, was on the first lap of 
a 70-foot tunnel to freedom, freedom 
th at busted only 13 days. 
He was recaptured Saturday night 
when he tried a $5 holdup under the 
shadow of tile Washington monu** 
ment in downtown Baltimore. 
And today h ell be arraigned in 
city police court on "several charges’’ 
connected with the wild gunfight 
th at preceded hts arrest. 
Minutes after 64-year-old Mrs 
Mary Ruiz, was robbed. Holmes was 
grabbed by IhUrolman Frank Plunk­ 
ett Just a few blocks from the scene 
of the holdup. 
Gun Fails To Fire 
The wiry Negro spun around and 
Jammed a revolver Into the pit of 
Plunkett's stomach. There were two 
clicks. But the gun failed to fire. 
Holmes ran, Plunkett followed. 
Joined by three detectives In a prowl 
car. Shots rang out in the night 
as the fleeing Negro fired on the 
run and the officers returned shot 
for shot, they related. 
Finally, at the door of a bowling 
alley establishment. Detective Agt 
Jam es A. Downes made a desperate 
dive, seizing Holmes and wrenching 
the gun from his hands. 
No 
one 
was 
injured 
In 
the 
.shooting 
For eight years Holmes paced back 
and forth in the narrow confines of 
his cell, serving a 20-year sentence 
for burglary’ Then in the first part 
of 1949 he began to worry about 
going stir happy." 
With a nail on the end of a stick 
he cut a rectangular trap door in 
the slate floor of his cell. Next came 
IO inches of concrete. A stolen chisel 
and hammer, wrapped in cloth to 
deaden the noise of the pounding, 
were brought into play. 
Ran Numbers Game 
It took about six m onths to chisel 
through the concrete. Eacn piece 
had to be pulverized and flushed 
down his cell toilet. 
Once through the concrete, he dug 
straight down through dirt for a 
distance of six feet, then angled his 
tunnel slightly toward the prison 
wall. Small amounts of dirt were 
carried each night in bags made of 
old clothing bock Into his cell where 
they went down the toilet. 
Stolen kerosene in stolen bottles 
with cloth wicks provided light for 
his mole-like efforts. 
Twenty months after he .started 
digging. Holmes burst through the 
sod in the prison yard. 
With extra clothing in a hand­ 
sewn bag and $152 he made running 
a numbers game in the prison. 
Holmes scaled a seven-foot fence 
and dropped into the night—and 
freedom. 
Thirteen days later he was behind 
bars again.

Adams County Farm And Garden Section 
Garden Timing Keyed on 
Final Frost in the Spring 


A verage D ate of Lawt K illing Frost for Principal C ities.

Unless you live in a tropical cli­ 
mate, every outdoor garden task in 
* your locality mast be timed with 
reference to a key date, w hich us the 
I average date of the last killing frost 
j in spring.

One of the first things the amateur 
i gardener should learn Is the length

spring which is accepted as 
j the time when tender plants, which 
would be injured by frost, can be

But some 
risk must always be accepted In 
gardening. Remember that seeds of 
tender crops can be sown a week 
earlier than their plants can be set 
out. 
Look up your location and talk to 
y o u r gardening neighbors about 
their practice, and you will find it 
easy to decide on the date to ac­ 
cept as safe from frost in your gar­ 
den. 
Of course som e years you may 
win with a long-shot and get a crop 
from an early planting of a tender 
crop because of an exceptionally 
warm spring. If you want to figure 
the odds against this kind of chance 
taking, you may estim ate that the 
risk of losing tender plants is ex­ 
actly doubled, when they are set out 
two weeks before the frost-proof 
date. 
There is nothing to be gained, 
moreover, by taking this risk with 
plants which have been started in­ 
doors, since they may be serioasly 
injured by a hard frost which does 
not kill them, and always do best 
when they continue growing w ith­ 
out a check.

To make lime-sulphur .n 50-caI- 
lon lots requires a kettle or similar 
cooking vessel with a capacity of 60 
gallons or more 
Besides the vessel 
are needed SO pounds of fresh stone 
lime and 160 pounds cf .sulphur. ’H ie 
50-gallon level in the vessel should 
be 
predetermined 
and 
p l a i n l y 
marked.

worked into a thin paste with water. 
Mort 
spraying 
recommendations 
calling for lim e-sulphur concentiotrt 
refer to a liquid testing 32 to 34 de­ 
grees on the Baume scale. Therefore 
it is advisable to purchase one of 
these simple hydrometers from a 
farm supply dealer. 
TTie process L* quite simple after 
materials and equipment are togeth­ 
er. First, the stone lime is placed in 
the rooking vessel and IO gallons of 
hot water is added. Lime 
varies 
somewhat in 
quantities of 
w'ater 
needed for proper .slaking, but IO 
gallons 
is near the average 
Too 
much water retards slaking: too little 
results in the lime scorching. 
Ai soon as slaking is \ igorously 
under way. the sulphur paste 
is 
added gradually while the mixture is 
stirred constantly. When all the sul­ 
phur is in the mixture, more hot 
water is then added until slaking 
ceases. During this period a gcod 
fire is m aintained under the vessel 
to promote cooking The xvater level 
should be brought up iwith 
hot 
water) to the 50-gallon mark and 
kept there as evaporation occurs 
Cooking should continue one hour or 
until all the sulphur Is dissolved 
Then the liquid should be clear and 
dark. 
Immediately 
the concentrate 
is 
strained through a brass or tinned- 
iron Btrafhcr having 40 to 50 meshe. 
to the inch. It is stored at once in a 
wooden container, a size that permits 
filling it so near the top that Uttle 
air space remains. Or, if no such 
container is available a coating of 
melted parafin should be poured over 
the surface of the liquid. Under no 
circumstances 
should 
lime-sulphur 
concentrate be stored in a metal con­ 
tainer. If stored as here advised and 
kept from freezing, the material can 
be stored safely for several m onths 
A 12’2 -gallon lot is m ade by sim ­ 
ilar methods, liking 20 pounds of 
stone lime and 40 pounds of sulphur 
Lime-sulphur concentrate Is gen­ 
erally diluted for dormant spraying 
at the rate of I part concentrate with 
7 part* water. In roles after foliage 
appears the rate ranges around I 
quart to 12 to 14 gallons of water, 
depending on the kind of fruit tree 
and purposes for which the spray I 
applied.

He said he raised the issue "at 
considerable political risk to myself 
in 1949," and that he still was glad 
he took his stand then “even against 
the advice of some of my closest 
friends and sturdy supporters from 
all over the country.” 
"The presidency as an institution 
should I** constantly under review,’ 
Farley 
wrote, "Its great 
powers 
seem to have become a burden al­ 
most insupportable in weight and 
complexity We saw tragically in the 
case of President Roosevelt an utter 
breakdown of his great strength in 
his third term. Worse, we saw his 
nomination in 1944 when it was 
widely known among political lead­ 
ers that he was a dying man.”
